In Maine On Monday 


Fight Started in 1881 Culminates In 


Special Election to be Held 


Augusta, Me., Sej)t. 8.—At a spec 


al election to be held in Maine o>i 
Monday the voters will decide the fate 
of a proposed^ constitutional amend- 
ment granting suffrage to the women 
n this state. The submission of tin 
question to a popular vote is the re- 
sult of action taken by the legislatu) e 
ast February, and wHdi marked tho 
culmination of a fight of nearly 40 
•ears on the war tof the equal suffrage 
advocates. 


Maine is the second state in New 


England to adopt a referendum in 
.915, which left to the pine tree state 
he opportunity of becoming the fir&t 
tate in the east to adopt equal sxiff- 
rage. 


The first positive move for equal 


uffrage 
in Maine was made in thr 


egislatuve in 1881, and the question 
as been before nearly every legisla 
ure since then. At several sessions 
; passed one branch only to be de 
eated in the other. In 1911 both 
ouses gave it a majority, but failed 
f a two-thirds vote.

In Maine On Monday 


Fight Started in 1881 Culminates In 


Special Election to be Held 


Augusta, Me., Sej)t. 8.—At a spec 


al election to be held in Maine o>i 
Monday the voters will decide the fate 


a proposed^ constitutional amend- 


ment granting suffrage to the women 
n this state. The submission of the 
question to a popular vote is the re- 
sult of action taken by the legislatui e 
ast February, and wHdi mai-ked tho 
culmination of a fight of nearly 40 
•ears on the war tof the equal suffrage 
advocates. 


Maine is the second state in New 


England to adopt a referendum in
